He said tnat 
hundreds of people had probably thought aoout wanting to 
1 1 OSWALD, but he knew that r.o one would do anything about 
it" Then, after he had shot OSWALD, he wondered whetner he 
had not been a sucker, even though he had done what many 
peoole had probably wanted to do. he said he was not in- 
volved in any conspiracy with anyone, no one as.ced him or 
suggested to him that he shoot OSV/ALD, and no one gave him a 
shot in the arm or anything to give him courage to do this. 

It was simply a compulsive act.
